Strawberry  Plants---Seed  Potatoes 

Spring  1924 


Important  Announcement 

Again  we  have  a very  modest  crop  of 
strawberry  plants  to  offer  owing 
to  unfavorable  weather  conditions  early 
in  the  growing  season.  We  will  book 
and  fill  orders  in  rotation  received  and 
feel  very  sure  that  we  will  not  have 
sufficient  plants  to  furnish  all  of  our 
patrons.  We  have  however  the  finest 
crop  of  seed  potatoes  ever  grown  and 
refer  you  to  the  announcement  on  re- 
verse side. 

Strawberry  Culture  Abbreviated 

Soils.  Tlie  fertility  should  be  above  average, 
in  a well-drained  location,  never  fresh 
broken  from  sod  or  meadow.  The  soil  should 
be  pulverized  to  receive  the  plants. 

Planting.  Plant  only  in  the  spring,  preferably 
April  or  very  early  May.  Rows  should 
be  3|/2-4  feet  apart  and  plants  15-20  inches  in 
the  row.  Prune  roots  one-half  or  one-thiid, 
dip  in  thin  mud  and  plant  like  vegetables, 
being  careful  to  firm  the  soil  about  each  plant. 
Do  not  set  too  deep  nor  too  shallow  and  avoid 
all  exposure  of  roots  during  planting. 

Cultivation.  Moisture  is  all  important.  Keep 
the  ground  constantly  stirred  as 
well  as  free  of  weeds.  Pick  off  all  blossoms 
from  newly  set  plants.  Mulching  is  advised  for 
winter  protection;  for  moisture  conservation 
and  larger  and  cleaner  berries  are  thus  ob- 
tained. Clean  straw,  so  as  not  to  smother  the 
plants,  applied  when  ground  is  frozen  is  all 
that  is  necessary. 

Evei-bearers.  The  everbearing  type  of  straw- 
berry is  not  suited  to  our  section 
of  the  country.  While  the  plants  are  easily 
grown,  and  can  be  sold  at  high  prices  we  have 
stopped  growing  them  because  they  are  piac- 
tically  worthless  under  our  average  conditions. 
Many  nursery  catalogues  greatly  over  rate  their 
value  and  we  prefer  to  discontinue  their  sale 
after  ten  years  of  uniform  failure  with  them 
and  advise  our  patrons  accordingly. 


Varieties 


Ours  is  not  a long,  but  a tested  list 
and  if  you  are  in  doubt  as  what  to  order, 
leave  the  selection  to  our  judgment. 

AROMA.  Kentucky’s  most  reliable  berry. 
Fruit  large,  brilliant  in  color  with  bright  yel- 
low seeds.  For  home  or  market,  it  is  very 
satisfactory.  Ripens  mid-season  and  is  perfect. 
Sometimes  a little  shy  in  making  plants. 

BIG  JOE.  Resembles  Aroma  in  fruit.  Plants 
more  erect  and  stronger  and  promises  to  be  a 
very  valuable  berry.  Blossom  perfect. 

HAVEKLAND.  This  being  an  imperfect 
flowering  sort,  needs  Premier,  Dunlap  or 
Tennessee  planted  near  it.  Of  Haverland  we 
can  only  say  that  if  given'  suited  soil,  its  great 
crops  of  long,  pointed,  large  berries  so  easy  to 
gather,  and  general  good  qualities  will  win  its 
place  in  any  garden  or  local  market  acreage. 
Early  mid-season. 

PREMIER.  Frankly,  this  is  the  first  extra 
early  berry  at  which  we  ever  looked  the  second 
time.  It  is  very  early,  extra  hardy  and  un- 
usually large  with  bright  colored  fruit.  Par- 
ticularly is  it  outstanding  in  that  the  berries 
continue  large  until  late  picking.  For  an  extra 
early  it  seems  a real  find. 

• SENATOR  DUNEAP.  For  home  use  this  is 
a desirable  berry.  Great  plants  maker,  bearing 
good  crops  of  large  and  dark  berries.  It  ripens 
moderately  early  and  is  perfect  flowering.  This 
variety  and  Haverland  make  a good  combina- 
tion for  family  use. 

TENNESSEE.  A berry  that  practically  every 
commercial  idantei’  uses  to  fertilize  Haveiland. 
Being  a seeding  of  that  variety  it  resembles  its 
parent  in  general  characteristics,  save  in  shape 
of  the  berry,  Tennessee  being  more  round. 
Period  of  ripening  is  mid-season  and  perfect.
